WASHINGTON, Aug. .12.—Secretary 
Lansing will make no response two the 
letter sent to him yesterday by Agent 
Arrédondo of the Carranza Government 
im behalf of Carranza, in which the 
United States was practically warned 
that the Carran.istas would not tolerate 
any interference in their affairs by any 
American nation. That was stated au- 
thoritatively in the office of Secretary 


Lansing today. The attitude. of © this 
,Government toward the Carranza com- 
.Munication will be indicated, however, 
_by fits action in forwarding to the de- 
fiant ‘‘ First Chief’’ the appeal of the 
United States, Brazil, Argentina, Chile, 
Bolivia, Uruguay, and Guatemala, that 
the Mexican factions compose their dif- 
fewences: and set up an orderly Govern- 
ment in Mexico City. , 

It was made apparent today that Pres- 
ident Wilson and Secretary Lansing in- 
tend to go ahead with their Mexican’ pro- 
gram in spite of the implied threats of 
Carranza to-cause trouble. The appeal 
Was perfected and signed in New York 
yesterday by the Secretary of State and 
the diplomatic representatives of the six 

‘Latin-American countries who were 
Called into conference on the Mexican 
situation. Secretary Lansing discussed 
the appeal with President Wilson to- 
day and preparations are being made at 
the State Department to forward it to 
Carranza, Villa, Zapata, and the Gov- 
ernors of the several Mexican States. 
It was said at the department that the 
failure to forward the appeal was due 
partly to difficulty in getting the ad- 
dresses of all the Mexican factionistg 
to whom the appeal is to be sent. 

Yesterday’s conference in New York, 
and developments today, seem_to make 
glear that if the United States finds. it: 
Récessary to undertake any more posi- 
Rive action than is contemplated in the 
@ppeal to the Mexican factions, it will 
do so.

RUSSIAN WARSHIP DAMAGED. 


Vessel Lying at Mangelia; Rumania, 
Believed to be Battleship sinop, 


BERLIN, Aug. 12, (via London, Fri- 
day, Aug. 13.)—A Bucharest dispatch 
to the Vossische Zeitung says a badly 
damaged Russian warship, presumably 
the battleship Sinop, is lying in the outer 
roadstead at Marigelia, Rumania. 

The warship is reported to have been 
one of those which attacked the Turk- 
ish coast July 29 and 30. She struck a 
mine and: was. barely able to reach Man- 
gelia. The vessel has not interned and 
presumably is making repairs. 


The Sinop is a vessel of 11,032 tons, 
built at Sevastopol in i887. According 
to a Berlin dispatch of Nov. 5, 1914, the 
Sinop had been sunk that day in the 
Black Sea by Turkish gunfire.

+ PETROGRAD,: Aug. 12.—Explanation 
vot thé, renewal: of the recent» wholesale 
exodus of Armenians from their coun- 
try into Transcaucasia. which is now 
reported to have reached a quarter of 
a million, is found in an account of 
military operations on the. Caucasus 
front since July 22, sent out from the 
headquarters of the Russian Army in 
the Caucasus, under date'of Aug. 9 and 
made public today. 

After the Russians penetrated to:Mush 
(eighty-three miles south of’ Erzerum) 
and Plian, Halil. Bey, commander of 
the Turkish forces.in the Caucasus, re- 
organized his army, bringing its strength 
up to 90,000, including six divisions of 
infantry, one of cavalry, anda large 
body cf Kurds. General Eudenitch, the 
Russian commander, thus. faced the al- 
ternative of ‘hastily attempting to con- 
centrate. his forces in the face of a 
strong Turkish army or to retreat and 
thus’ expose a large Armenian popula- 
tion to Turkish and Kurdish revenge. 

The Russian main army withdrew 
—s the right bank of the Euphrates, 
the Turks occupying the left bank, be- 
dng held in partial check by rearguard 
actions. On Aug. 1 Halil Bey overtook 
a considerable body of Russians at 
Palantchen, on the left bank of the Eu- 

hrates, twelve miles southwest of Kara 

ilissa. A-line was drawn from the 
northeast to the southwest from Da- 
rabi, six miles north of Kara Kilissa, 
to Djamschato, six miles southwest of 
the important Akhtunski Pass, covering 
the roads to Erivan, Transcaucasia. 

In opposing this front the ‘Turks ex- 
posed .their communications, now 150 
miles long, to attack from the direction 
of Sari Kamysh. On Aug. 3 General 
Eudenitch moved his forces from the 
Sari Kamysh District southeastward, 
threatening Halil Bey’s flank and 
demonstrating ugainst Erzerum. A Rus- 
sian’ detachment -marched ‘rapidly by 
way of Ardos and Kara Derbent to 
Daiara,- which is twenty miles west of 
Alaschgerd. One column had _ driven 
the Turks out of the important Merghe 
Mir Rass, fifteen miles south of Kara 
Derbent by Aug. 8 Another, striking 
farther eastward on the Alaschgerd 
road, had .a decisive success Aug. 5 in 
the passes connecting Alaschgerd with 
Dutach in the Euphrates Valley. 

The Russians, ie a bayonet attack, 
drove the Turks from their trenches, 
making several bundred prisoners. In 
the meantime the Russians had- been 
successful on the mair. front east of 
Alaschgerd and the Turks were com- 
pelled to retreat.southwestward along 
the Eupltrates under threat of a flank 
attack - at. Dutach. Russian cavalry 
reached Dutach and another point on 
the Euphrates ‘four miles northward, on 


Aug. 7. 

The Turks lost 300 prisoners at 
Dutach. Their total losses in three 
weeks’ cam om are estimated at from 
15,000 to 20, men, besides a large 

uantity of provisions and ammunitions. 
the Russians are continuing the pur- 
suit southward. 

Russian military authorities declare 
the reinforcements now being sent to 
Halil Bey are recruits who have had 
little training and —: express the be- 
lief that the Turks will have difficulty 
in assembling another army which 
would threaten the Russian forces on 
the Caucasus front. 

An official communication from the 
headquarters of the Russian Army in 
the Caucasus, niade public today, says: 

The -.attempt of the Turks to advance 
in the direction of Olti and the Passine 
Valley were everywhere repulsed. In 
the capture of the Merghe Mir Pass 
we took three machine guns and some 
prisoners, including the commanders 
of two regiments. 

In the direction of the Euphrates the 
ursuit of the Turks continues. Dur- 
ng the last few days one of our col- 
umns made yrisoner of 19 officers and 
1,172 men. We also took 200 wagons 
loaded with pyhoxylin (an explosive 
compound) and trenching implements. 
We also seized a quantity of arms and 
ammunition and tents. In the villages 
the enemy has abandoned his wound- 
ed. On the roads our troops are find- 
ing heaps of ammunition and artillery. 
Anotker Communication says: 

On Aug. 10, in the Passine Val- 
ley, our troops, after an engagement, 
captured the important heights and 
drove back the Turks toward the 
west, taking a battalion commander 
and three other officers and 300 men 
prisoners. 

In the direction of the Euphrates 
the pursuit of the Turks continues. 
Twenty-one hundred men have been 
-taken prisoners.

LAUSANNE, Aug. 12.—According to a 
dispatch received by the Lausanne Ga- 
zette from Tiflis, under date of Aug. 10,

BLEICHROEDER’S SON 
SLAIN IN BATTLE 


Princess Engaged to Young Baron 
Killed Herself When Mar- 
riage Was Forbidden. 


LONDON, Aug. 12.—Bar)n von 
Bleichroeder, son of the famous German 
banker, was killed while fighting on 
the Warsaw front on Aug. 1, according 
to an Amsterdam dispatch- to the Ex- 
change Teélegraph Company. 

He was at one time secretly engaged 
to Princess Sophia of - Saxe-Weimar, 
who committed suicide in 1913 because 
her father, Prince William, refused to 
permit their marriage. 











“The talk of war between Germany 
and England is a figment of the imag- 
ination. The relations between the two 
nations are too closely interwoven. 
Never for a moment belleve the fiction 
that at dinner each day aboard every 
German. warship is drained the toast of 

Der Tas.’ That Day will never come.” 

Yet the Day came and in it has gone 
out the life of the genial, handsome 
Baron Hanns von Bleichroeder, who 
spoke the foregoing words as he stood 
on the deck or the Mauretania on Sept. 
15, 1910, as he was about to sail for 
home after a sojourn of eight months 
in this city. ' 

He was then 27, a graduate of Berlin 
and Heidelberg Universities, an of€icer 
in the Colonial Army of German South- 
west Africa, and the eldest son of the 
wealthiest banker in Germany. 

While here the Baron had attended 
strictly to business. He was the guest 
of Baron von der Bruegger-Brueggeng 
at the latter’s apartment in Central 
Park West, but every morning found 
him at his desk at 37 Wall Street, where 
he held a position with Kissel, Kinnicutt 
& Co., the international banking firm. 

He went little into society and those 
favors he received he tried to repay at 
a smiall but elaborate dinner at the 
Hotel Lafayette-Brevoort on the eve of 
hoe departure. On that occasion he 
8 : 

‘It was my misfortune that I did not 
meet that fair American who could have 
made me her willing victim.” 

The public did not know then—pos- 
sibly his guests did not know—that the 
Baron’s affection had already been 
elsewhere bestowed, and to a Princess. 
The truth came out three years later, 
almost to a day, when the Princess 
killed herself for love of him. 

She was Princess Sophia of Saxé- 
Weimar-Eisenach, and she shot herself 
with a revolver in her room in her 
steers castle at Heidelberg, Sept. 17, 
_ It was another case of Richard Hard- 
ing Davis’s ‘‘ The Princess Aline,” only 
it did not end in comedy. 

Princess Sophia, who was five years 
younger than the Baron, had met him 
twelve years before’ when he was & 
student at Heidelberg. Owing to their 
difference of rank and birth there was 
no possibility of their miareyiue. al- 
though his father had been ennobled by 
the Kaiser for valuable financial serv- 
ices to the empire, and her father, 
Prince Wilhelm, had once been a riding 
master and a waiter in New_York under 
the name of William Rohde—but_ that 
was long before he had married the 
Princess Gerta von Ysemburg-Biidin- 
gen, the Princess Sophia’s mother, who 
had lifted him back amid orn. 

he father looked with benevolent 
eyes upon the young Baron and bor- 
rowed money from him. The _ trouble 
was not there, but with the head of 
the house, the Grand Duke Ernst. He 
was obdurate—not because of the dif- 
ference in rank and birth alone, but 
because the Baron’s father was ‘a 
Jew who has refused to renounce his 
creed.”’ 

At the end of nine years there was 
no change in the love of the Baron for 
his Princess. Then he came to Amer- 
ica. On his return terrible scenes are 
said to have taken place at the Heidel- 
berg Castle, where the young princess 
made tearful, pathetic appeals to her 
father. At one time she almost won 
him over, when the Grand Duke Ernst 
promptly informed him that if he per- 
mitted the marriage, his allowance 
would be cut off. hat decided Prince 
Wilhelm. 

Three years more passed. Then came 
the tragedy. 

And yet theré is a sort of posthumous 
sequel. It was published in L’Opinion 
of Paris on Oct. 4. Early in September 
two’ women had arrived at the Hotel 
Savoy at Fontainebleau and given their 
names as Baroness von Rotha and her 
daughter. They were: accompanied by 
a@ young man, whose identity was 
learned to be that of Baron Hanns von' 
Bleichroder in the following manner: 
While automobiling, the car driven by 
the man ran over a peasant’s child and 
he was obliged to reveal his name to the 
police. That night he sought out the 
child’s parents—the child had not been 
badly injured—and gave them $3,000. 

On the following day the two women! 
left Fontainebleau for Tyrol, and the 
Baron, after a final interview with the 
police, disappeared. When the trag-

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purposes of this war that the Germans 
should penetrate as deeply as possible 
into Russia. The western Allies should 
know why. Russia’s sacrifices should 
prove the death blow to German ambi- 
tions.

GERMANS NEED MORE MEN.

PETROGRAD, Aug. 12.—The following 
communication was issued by the War 
Office ‘tonight: .

In the 
direction of Jacobstadt and Dvinsk 
our troops on Tuesday and Wednes- , 
day continued their progress, success- 
fully pressing the enemy.

BRITISH WILL SHIE 
ON COTTON SOON 


Announcement of New Policy Is 
Imminent, but Plans Are 
Well. Guarded. 











PURCHASE PLAN RUMORED 





Agitation for Contraband Mean- 
while Has Overshot the Mark, 
According to London View. _

LONDON, Aug. 12.—That the British 
Government is about to make a new de- 
parture in regard to the cotton question 
iz now common knowledge, but the exact 
lines upon which’ the new policy will be 
framed are for obvious reasons a care- 
fully guarded secret. ; " 

**It would be worth a fortune to pos- 
sess inside information on that point,’ 
said a leading cotton déaler to. THE 
NEW YORK TiMus correspondent today. 

Speculation ag to the Government's 
course is running wild. One rumor is 
that the Government contemplates thé 
purchase of a large portion, if not allj 
of the coming cotton crop, and there 
are reports that, on the assumption that 
this ‘rumor is well founded, syndicates 
have been formed in Liverpool and 
elsewhere with a view to taking specu- 
lative advantage of the situation. In 
other quarters skepticism exists as to 
any such contemplated action by the 
Government. The fact that cotton prices 
are normal, considering the conditions 
through which the trade is passing, is 
regarded as a clear indication that the 
Government's secret, whatever it may 
be, is being well kept. 


Meanwhile pending the forthcoming |. 
official announcement, it is noteworthy |. 


that the agitation which has been con- 
ductega by part of the British press in 
favor of declaring cotton gontraband 
of war has overshot the mark by exag- 
geration and exuberance, such as had 
full play at the Queen’s Hall meeting 
yesterday. Responsible opinion here 
holds that the main argument for put- 
ting cotton on the contraband list is 
that such action would dispose of Amer- 
ican legal objections to the policy enun- 
ciated in Orders in Council. Most of the 
other arguments, as The Manchester 
Guardian frankly states, are based on 
nothing more solid than misapprehen- 
sion of the facts. 

It is expected that when the British 
Government’s plans are Sg: the solu- 
tion arrived at will be found to take into 
full consideration the claims and inter-

German Vessel Said to Have Cruised 
to the Orkney Islands. 


BERLIN, Aug. 12, (By Wireless to 
Sayville, L. I:)—The explvuits of the Ger- 
man auxiliary cruiser Meteor, which was 
blown up by her commander to escape 
British warships after she had sunk the 
British auxiliary cruiser Ramsey, are de- 
scribed by the Overseas News Agency 
as follows:

After the 
Meteér had burned the Danish mer- 
chantman Jason off Horn’s Reef on the 
Danish coast, the little German craft, 
facing four British cruisers, stopped a 
Norwegian steamer, transferred the 
captured British contraband crew, and 
also put the Danish sailors on. board. 
This boat escaped from her pyrsuers 
and reached port safely with the cap- 
tured Englishmen. The Meteor was 
sunk by exploiding her mines.”’

BERLIN, Aug. 12.—Thé Nord- 
deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung prints 
as a special supplement another. in- 
stallment of letters and réports of the 
Belgian Ministers in Berlin, London, 
and Paris to the Belgian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs fromm the seized Brus- 
sels archives .which the Germans con- 
sider the most sensational reading 
matter of the world war. 

The- new installment consists of 
twenty-six. letters, dated from Nov. 
7, 1910, to Dec. 9. 1911, covering the 
secret diplomatic history of the period 
of the Agadir incident and the Moroc- 
co question. — 

Discussing the Potsdam meeting of 
the Kaiser and the Czar, Baron 
Greindl, the Belgian Minister in Ber- 
lin, on Nov. 7 said: 

“ Among the Russian people, who 
believe they have been cheated out of 
the fruits of victory by Germany, in- 
tense hate has been developed for 
their western neighbor, which has 
been heightened by the envy caused 
by the rapid development of German 
power. Without Prince von Biilow’s 
declaration of Austro-Hungary’s and 
Germany’s solidarity ‘and: without 
Count Portale’s warning in Peters- 
burg, Russia would not suddenly have 
discontinued its agitation among the 
small Slavic States, particularly in 
Belgrade.” 

On March 3, discussing M. Del- 
cassé’s ‘appointment as Minister of 
Marine, Baron Greindl writes: 

“‘ Delcassé’s return to power is not 
taken too tragically, since the foreign 
portfolio won’t be intrusted to him. 
Also he has no longer King Edward 
at his side, whose co-laborer he con- 
sidered himself and whose tool he 
was." 

Baron Greindl points out that if 
the object of. the Triple Entente were 
merely to .preserve European peace 
French public opiiion would have no 
ground for blaming M.. Pinchon for 
the results of the Potsdam meeting. 
“No change has ‘taken place in the 
grouping of the powers,” he writes. 
“One ought to hail joyfully any 
raprochement which would improve 
German-Russian relations, but in 
Paris and London they desire just the 
opposite, namely, that relations be 
bad. The French press finds daily 
some ground to reproach Germany. 
This tendency recently has increased 
in intensity and looks as if one had 
called M. Delcassé to the Cabinet to 
appease the presént state of public 
opinion.” 

Opinions from Paris. 

Baron Guillaume, the Belgian Min- 
ister at Paris, writes on March 4, dis- 
cussing M. Delcassé: 

“One will have to be most prudent 
here toward Germany, which I cer- 
tainly don’t believe harbors warlike 
intentions or arriéres pensées, but 
which will certainly hold itself polit- 
ically on the defensive. I learn that 
in Germany along the French border 
an organized propaganda is being 
conducted to cause desertions from 
the German Army into the French 
Foreign Legion.” 

Baron Greindl writes on March 20, 
commenting on Sir. Edward Grey’s 
speech on the naval budget: 

“The moment is certainly favorable 
for an attempt to improve ,German- 
English relations. I certainly would 
wish it with all my heart, while there- 
by Belgium’s safety would greatly be 
increased.” 

Baron Greindl writes on April 21: 
“One must have lost all illusions here 
over the value of the Algeciras agree- 
fnent, which France signed with the 
firm intention of never keeping.” 

Baron Guillaume, from Paris, on 
April 29, writes: “ England, which 
pushed France _into the Moroc- 
can muddle, contemplates its’ work 
with cemplaisance.” Baron Guillaume 
writes on July 28 on the seriousness 
of the Moroccan question? “‘I have a 
great trust in the Kaiser’s peaceful 
sentiments. In general, I have less 
confidence in the peaceable intentions 
of Great Britain, which, not with dis- 
pleasure, looks on while -others ars 
devouring one.another. As I sized it 
up from the first, the danger point of 
the situation lies in London. The 
French. will give way’on every point 
to preserve peace, but not so the Eng- 
lish.” : 

Reports English War Moves. 

Count Lalaing, the Belgian Minister 
in London, writes on Nov. 18: 

“The political situation was serious 
enough a few weeks ago to.move the 
English Government to unusual pre- 
cautionary measures. From .an en- 
tirely trustworthy source I was in- 
formed that the active army officers 
were suddenly called‘ back from 
leaves; horses’ were bought for the 
cavalry, and the North Sea fleet for 
a time placed on a war footing.” 

Count Lalaing reports on Nov. 31:

Baron. Greindl from Berlin reports 
on Dec. 6:

This is 
exactly the character which the late 
King Edward desired to give to the 
entente. It is not based on the pos- 
itive grounds of the defense of coni- 
mon interests, but on the negative 
foundation of hate against the Ger- 
man Empire. The entente has awak- 
ened the sleeping revanche thought to 
new life’ From the entente, too, 
arises the condition of/ unrest and 
ill-will in which Europe has found 
itself for the last seyen years.

On 
all sides one hears praise of the Gov~ 
ernment for making them public at 
this time, even though to the German 
mind Germany’s cause does not need 
this documentary justification. 


CALLS FRENCH ARMY 
READY FOR ANYTHING 


Republic’s Output of Munitions 
Equals Great Britain’s, Says 
Albert Thomas. 


PARIS, Aug, 12.—Albert Thomas, Un- 
der Seerétary of War in charge of mu- 
nitions, tells. the Petit Parisien that 
France’s efforts to produce munitions 
are different in method but equal in re- 
sults to those of Great Britain, which 
he recently viewed. The newspaper 
quotes him as follows: 

‘* We have an army which at the pres- 
ent moment-is armed so as to with- 
stand any shock, an army which, on 
the other hand, is capable of making 
a strong offensive. Its morale is good; 
that is to say the army is prepared to 
remain as it is if necessary. 

“Every day our strength grows, both 
in England and in France. Notwith- 
standing the formidable resources at 
the disposal of Germany, it is not pos- 
sible that the resources of the Allies 
will not assure them, when the time is 
ripe, complete victory. 

*“* What we have, what England has 
and will have—all the resources that 
she can: create—will assure us suprem- 
acy. I am convinced of this because 1 
know. Every day I repeat to my friends 
my conviction that we shall be victori- 
ous.” 


345 BRITISH WORKS 
DECLARED ‘CONTROLLED’ 


Statement by Lloyd George— 
_ Profits of Employers Limited 
Under Munitions Act. 





LONDON, Aug. 12.—David Lloyd 
George, the Minister of Munitions, an- 
nounces that 345 establishments have 
been declared ‘‘ controlled establish- 
ments ’’ under the Munitions of War act. 

As a result of this control the profits 
of employers are limited. Any excess 
Over such a limit becomes payable to 
the national exchequer. 

“By this provision,”’ says Mr. Lloyd 
George, ‘“‘ Parliament has assured that 
sacritices made by workmen are made 
for the nation as a whole-and not for 
the advantage of individuals. On the 
other hand, during the period of the war 
any Tules or shop customs which may 
have the effect of limiting the output 
of munitions are suspended in controiied 
establishments.”’ é .

BOOK FOR GERMANS 


‘UNMASKS” ENGLAND| 


Berlin‘ Publication Takes 461 
Pages to Marshal British 
Sins Against Fatherland. 


A “SONG OF HATE” IN PROSE 


Goes Sack 200 Years in an Effort 
to Show the Deep-Seated 
Perfidy of Albion. 


An “ England Book ’’ has been pub- 
lished by the Tagliche) Rundschau of 
Berlin, setting forth in 461 pages all the 
alleged sins of England against Ger- 
many—a sort of prose “Song of Hate.” 


After an introduction by Gustav Manz,- 


pointing out the artistic irony of this 


| ‘‘unmasking of*England ’’ on the hun- 


dredth: anniversary of the battle of 
Waterloo, when she stood shoulder to 
shoulder with Germany, the indictment 
is framed in eight chapters, the first 
cf which is entitled, ‘‘ Business; or, the 
Business of War, Pillage and Robbery, 
Dumdum and Silver Bullets.’’ 

This first chapter is subdivided into a 
historical survey of England’s ‘“ busi- 
ness‘of robbery,” going back 200 years, 
written by Vice Admiral Kirchhoff; a 
treatise on lEngland’s ‘ Shopkeeper 
War” and her “ economic brigandage 
against the German economic life,’’ by 
Professor Dr. W. Dibelius, together with 
many instances of her alleged dread of 
Germans, her losing out in business, and 
her consequent hatred of all things Ger- 
man; a division dealing with England’s 
** little. tricks,’’ such as her courting of 
French favor and alleged ‘‘ giving of 
alms"’ to France in order to relieve 
France's $wn economic distress and 
strengthen her against Germany. The 
first chapter also tells of England’s al- 
leged money prizes—‘“‘ silver bullets ’"— 
for the destruction of the first German 
submarine and the first Zeppelin, and 
alleged ‘‘ prizes for hired assassins ’’ in 
Africa. 

‘The second chapter deals with ‘‘ The 
English Gentleman’’ and is devoted 
solely to showing, by alleged English 
treatment of Germans and by contrast- 
ing treatment of Englishmen by Ger- 
mans, that the species ‘‘ English gentle- 
man ’’-is extinct. 

The third chapter, entitled ‘* Arro- 
gance and Hypocrisy,’’ quotes English 
judgments about England and about 
Germany, including quotations from 
‘“‘the wire-pullers, Churchill, Grey, As- 
quith, Lloyd George and companions ’’; 
reports from ‘‘the jingo press, Times, 
Daily Mail and consorts ’’; utterances by 
‘the pious and ‘the scholarly—remark- 
able friends,’’ and, finally, statements by 
‘‘ infuriated heroes of the pen,’’ includ- 
ing Kipling and Conan Doyle. 

Chapter IV., entitled ‘‘ The Voice of 
Reason,”’ sets forth the Englishmen’s 
views of themselves and of the world, 
beginning with a slur of the English out 
of the mouth of their own Shakespeare 
in an essay by Hermann Schelenz, to- 
gether with English warnings of mp- 
proaching English degeneration on land 


and sea, and condemnations of the Eng- 
lish by quotations from Bernard Shaw 
and equally representative Englishmen 
since the beginning of the war. The 
chapter concludes with a tréatise on 
English praise of the German spirit and 
German bravery in the°course of the 
war; 

Inthe fifth: pter the book presents 
‘‘ & Mirror of Foreign Lands,’’ in which 
England may, if she looks, see herself 
estimated to her own disadvantage in 
the judgments of non-Englishmen, rang- 
ing from Napoleon and French observers 
of today to disgusted ‘‘ neutrals’’ and 
‘friends ’’’ in America, Switzerland, 
Holland and Scandinavian lands. 

The following chapter, ‘‘ The Enemy in 
the House,’’ recites alleged English in- 
justice toward the Boers and the Irish 
and the. resulting resentment among 
those races. 

““What We Think of Them” is the 
title of the next chapter, in which the 
book sets forth the view of. England 
entertained by Germany and the Ger- 
mans before and since the beginning of 
the war, including judgments by Goethe, 
Schleiermacher, ‘Theodor Fontane, Bis- 
marck, Treitschke,.Adolf von Harnack, 
Ernst . Haeckel and Rudolf Eucken. 
Many of the denunciations have ap- 
peared from time to time in the German 


| press since the beginning of the war. 


_The last chapter deals with “ Jest, 
Satire, Irony and Deeper Significance,” 
and contains a rich assortment of both 
humor and bitterness cropping out in 
England and in Germany since the 
start of the war. One part of the chap- 
ter is devoted to portraying ‘‘ the Eng- 
lish delusion of persecution,”’ classified 
as spiopitis hallucinatoria, by Professor 
Ditelius. Much is made here. of ‘“ Eng- 
lish impudence toward the Kaiser,” and 
there is a charitable suggestion of pos- 
sible ‘“‘ softening of the brain.’’ ‘‘ Some- 
thing of Spleen’ in the Anglo-German 
relations is treated by Dr. Otto Kuntze- 
miiller, Erich Schlaikjer, Dr. . von 
Wilke, Ferdinand Kjinzelmann, and oth- 
ers. The book closes with a section 
about ‘‘ Humorous Miscellanies,’’ in 
which are included passages about Eng- 
lish bets on the ending of the war,

WARNS GERMAN WOMEN. 


Suffragist Tells Them to Fight for 
the Franchise. 


BERLIN, Aug. 17 (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—A woman So- 
cialist discusses in ‘the Vorwaerts the 
view held by many of her sex in Ger- 
many that the war will bring German 
‘women nearer the goal of political equal- 
ity. . She says: 

‘We warn the people of our party not 
to cherish too many hopes, and to re- 
member that eve privilege which has 
any value and brings us forward must 

won. The war has perhaps brought 
us nearer to enfranchisement, in that 
the opponents of woman suffrage have 
been deprived of many of their most 
serviceable arguments, and, above all, 
because the least interested woman must 
clearly see how urgently women citizens 
need “political influence, which they can 
exercise only through the vote. The 
bare fact that a war of such tremendous 
effect, such widespread dimensions, and 
such painful losses in every belligerent 
country could have come to pass must 
create in women—who are most deeply 
affected—a resolve to co-operate in the 
prevention of future wars. 

‘“‘ After the war a struggle to bring 
about a readjustment of political power 
will recommence. Women will take part 
in it more than hitherto, because the 
war has taught them how much the 
State stands in need of their responsible 
co-operation. 

** Above all things, we must now follow 
and study attentively political events and 
economic and social measures, for this 
knowledge of what is occurring in public 
life gives us the right and the power to 
express our views and present our de- 
mands. Many of our party comrades 
have been killed and our ranks thihned. 
We women must, therefore, see to it that 
new partisans, sincere and unbending 
advocates of democracy and socialism, 
come to us. It must be our task to 
strengthen and consolidate the party, for 
nothing but the strengthening of de- 
mocracy in Germany and the permeation 
of our whole political life with* demo+ 
cratic ideas will bring us a lasting peace 
and woman suffrage.”’ 


ORBOLPH SAYS HE ISGERMAN 


Man Arrested for Sketching Coast 
Defenses Came Here in 1913. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Aug. 12.—Au- 
gust Orbolph, held here today for ar- 
raignment on a charge of having made 
drawings of military reservations and 
lighthouses, along the coast, says he is 
a.German, according to jail officers, 
He denied, they said, reports that he 
was of AuStrian birth and had received 
remittances from relatives in Austria. 

Orbolph was arrested by Federal offi- 
cers as he was boarding a train for the 
East last night. He said he was trav- 
eling for pleasure, that he had no regu- 
lar occupation, and denied, the officers 
said, having made any drawings. 

He came to Florida from Chicago a 
year ago, and is. alleged to have regis- 
tered at hotels here four times during 
the last year, using a different name 
each time.. Orborh said he came to- the 
United States two years ago.

by Wilhelm Oelbemttel, a reservist who 


was wounded:on Sept. 8. His right arm 
was.amputated on the next day. Three 
days later the German field hospital in 
which he was a patient was captured 
by the French, and he, together with 
twelve other seriously wounded men and 
surgeons and nurses, was made prisoner. 
“The affidavit,’’ says the ‘report, 
*‘ states that the German soldiers were 
treated most snamefully by French sur- 
geons, who refused to dress their 
wounds, beat and spat at them, and 
allowed their wounds to suppurate. This 
treatment continued for weeks, the af- 
fidavit adds, although such cruelty on 
the part of the French surgeons was an 
incitement to retaliatory methods.”’ 


EARTHSHOCKS IN AUSTRIA. 


Very Severe in Lalbach — Extend 
Through Italy. 
AMSTERDAM, Aug. 12, (via London.) 
—A dispatch to the Frankfurter Zeitung 
from Laibach, Austria, under date of 
Aug. 11, says that. extraordinarily severe 
earthshocks, the strongest of any re-

frequent intervals yesterday. The most 
violent shock occurred at 10:14 o'clock 
in the forenoon.

INSIST ON AUTONOMY} 


Adopt “Harmony Committee’s”’ 
Report with Reproof of 
Murphy Taken Out. + 


McCOOEY IS IN CONTROL 


Dominance of Tammany Hall in 
State Will Be Opposed—Steering 
Committee for Campaign. 
—_—_—_—_—— 


John H. McCooey, Democratic leader 
of Kings County, ran the steam roller 
over the recalcitrants in the Brooklyn 
organization last night and started the 
party on the road to harmony for the 
Fall campaign. It happened at a meet- 
ing of the County Committee to con- 
sider the report the “ harmony coin- 
mittee ’’ made to the Executive Com- 
mittee last Friday. 

The ‘‘ harmony committee ’’ consisted 
of five members, headed by James D. 
Bell, Chairman of the County Commit- 
tee, and it was organized to consider 
means of establishing harmony in the 
party this Fall and to “remove the 
causes of complaint against the party 
manage ment.’’ 

This committee made two recommen- 
dations which were considered drastic 
by some Brooklyn Democrats becausc 
they took a hard slap at Tammany 
Leader Charles’ F. Murphy and Tam- 
many’s dominance in Brooklyn politics. 
One recommendation was that the locai 
organization should resent any inter- 
ference from Tammany Hall or from 
any other source in the local affairs 
of the borough, and the other stated 
that the local organization was opposcd 
to and would endeavor to prevent the 
choice of a State party leader from any 
of the counties in Greater New York. 

At the meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee on Tuesday there was an ani- 
mated discussion over these two resolu- 
tions, and it resulted in an alignment of 
the Tammany and _e anti-Tammany 
forces. Leader McCooey was on the 
scene, and after strenuous work kept 
the ''ammany forces in line ,and the 
adoption of the resolutions then was de- 
feated. The Executive Committee held 
another meeting yesterday, and Leader 
McCooey was able to have the two ob- 
noxious recommendations amended and 
the blow to Murphy perceptibly soft- 
ened. One resolution as amended read: 

“ Resolved, That th: Democratic Coun- 
ty Committee of Kings County and its 
Various committees and officers declare 
for the ‘most absolute autonomy or home 
rule in regulating its party affairs, and 
will not tolerate any interference there- 
in from any source whatever, and that 
that position will for the future be 
maintained.”’ 

The phrase ‘‘ from Tammany Hali or 
from any other source whatever” was 
carefully deleted. ; 

The second resolution was amended 
to read: 

“ Resolved, That in State party affairs 
the Democratic organization of Kings 
County is opposed to and will oppose the 
domination of Tammany Hall or of any 
one county or of any individual in the 
State councils, and will use all its in- 
fluence and power in preventing such 
domination ”’ 

In the original resolution was this 
phrase:. ‘‘ And is opposed to and will 
endeavor to prevent the choice of a 
State party leader from any of the 
counties in Greater New York. 

McCooey thought the two amended 
Phrases pointed too closely at Murphy, 
and the majority apparently sided with 
him. The only Me gpd to the reso- 
lutions as amended at the County Com- 
mittee meeting last night came from 
James E. Finegan of the Thirteenth 
Assembly District. He also opposed a 
resolution calling for the appointing of 
an advisory committee of twenty-five to 
arrange for the Fall campaign, but it 
was adopted. ; ;

NEW STREET SAFETY PLANS. 


Committee Asks Additional Laws 
and Enforcement of Old Ones. 


As a move against street. accidents 
the Automobile Technical Committee of 
the Safety First Society recommended 
to the Board of Aldermen yesterday 
ordinances to eliminate dazzling lights 
from motor cars; to require parallel 
parking at the curb for all delivery 
vehicles; the use of mirrorscopes’ on all 
motor vehicles; to inclose car-drive 
chains, and to make it a misdemeanor to 
*‘hitch-on’’ or trespass upon a motor 
truck or other vehicle. 

The Police Department is requested to 
enforce more strictly the ordinance pro- 
hibiting any vehiele from approaching 
within eight feet of a standing trolley 
car, and to compel proper lighting of 
all vehicles. ‘

PORT AU PRINCD, Aug. 12.—General 
Dartiguenave was today elected by the 
National Assembly President of the 
Haitian Republic, in succession to the 
late President Guillaume, who was re- 
cently shot by revolutionists here. 

General Dartiguenave received a ma- 
jority of T2 out of the 116 votes cast.

Carranza and to conform to the sug- 
gestion for a_ get-together conference 
contained in the appeal of the United 
States and the Latin-American nations 
about to be forwarded to him and other 
factional leaders. 

Judged a J his cOmmunications to the 
United States, Brazil, Argentina, Chile 
Bolivia, Uruguay, and Guatemala an 
by various statements made by him and 
his agents, it seems to be established 
that Carranza will reject the appeal of 
the Pan-American conferees if he deigns 
to answer it at all. What the next step 
will be after it is definitely known that 
Carranza will not heed the appeal, is 
not disclosed, but a very clear under- 
standing is obtained that the United 
States will then deal with such other 
factions as endeavor to set up a provis- 
ional government in Mexico and _ will 
recognize that Government and give it 
*‘ active moral support” im other ways. 

In é@uch a course the United States 
will not be joined by some, perhaps 
none, of the six Latin-American coun- 
tries who participated in the Washing- 
ton and New York conferences. 

Shortly after his return to Washing- 
ton from Cornish, N. H., today, Presi- 
dent Wilson had a conference with Sec- 
retary Daniels, at which Mr. Daniels 
gave information as to the distribution 
of warships in southern waters which 
would be available for quick service in 
the event of trouble in Mexico.

CARRANZA FORBIDS 
PEACE CONFERENCE 


Recalls Offer to Confer With Ene- 
mies, Charging That Villa 
Faction Blew Up Trains. 





Spectal to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—Correspon- 


dence made public late tonight by the 
Villa Agency in Washington shows that 
after illa’s representatives here had 
ccepted a suggestion of Carranza’s 
ashington attorney that Carranza 
agents would be willing to confer, with 
a view to peace, with representatives 
of the other elements engaged in the 
civil war’ in Mexico, Carranza himself 
forbade his Washington representatives 
to confer with the Villistas and called 
on the latter to submit to the Car- 
renzista, or Constitutional, Government. 
Carranza gave as a reason for this 
attitude that the “ reactionaries ’’ had 
blown up railroad trains, causing the 
death of women and children, and he 


dulged in such acts of crime and de- 
struction. This communication from 
Carranza seems to confirm the impres- 
sion of the State Department that he 
was not willing to discuss peace terms 
with the Villistas. In his telegraphic 
instructions to his agency here, ar= 
ranza suggested that the Villistas should 
make direct submission to him. 

On last Saturday Charles A: Douglas, 
counsel in Washington for the Carranza 
Government, delivered to Secretary Lan- 
sing a brief on the subject of Carran- 
za’s position and purposes, in the course 
of which he said that Carranza’s repre- 
sentatives here, Eliseo Arredondo and 
Luis Cabrera, would be willing to con- 
fer with the representatives of any ele- 
ment of the Mexican people with a view 
to reaching an agreement that would 
further the common interest, the re-es- 
tablishment of peace, and the welfare 
of the republic. 

The Villa agents here, B. C. Llorente 
and Manuel Bonilla, decided to act on 
Mr. Douglas’s proposal, and Mr. Llor- 
ente on last Monday sent this letter to 
Mr. Arredondo:

Mr. Eliseo Arredondo, 

Confidential Agent of the Constitu-

Dear Sir—By néws emanating fr 
the Department of State and published 
by the local press, I am informed 
with real satisfaction, that you an 
Mr. Luis Cabrera, in the name of the 
Constitutionalist Government of Mr. 
Carranza, are willing to confer with 
the representatives of any element of 
the exican people with a view to 
reaching an agreement that. would 
further the common interest, the re- 
establishment of peace, and the wel- 
fare of the republic. 


If the above statements represent 
the true’attitude of the Constitutional- 
ist Government, I am pleased to in- 
form you that Mr. anuel Bonilla 
and myself, in behalf of General Villa 
and the Convention Government, are 
disposed to confer with you, and Mr: 
Cabrera, at such place and time as 
may be.mutually agreed upon, in order 
to discuss, like good Mexican citizens, 
matters that so much concern the na- 
tional integrity. 

Since tne success of this matter de- 
pends on the absolutely confidential 
nature of its proceedings, I believe it 
proper for me to say to you that Mr. 
Bonilla, as well as myself, will up to 
the point when we have reached the 
end sought and mutually agree upon 
for publication of the results, main- 
tain the strictest secrecy toward both 
the public and the press.

FOUR MEXICANS DEAD 
IN TEXAS FIGHTING 


Washington Looks to State to 
Put Down Disorders of 
Local Origin. 


BROWNSVILLE, Texas, Aug. 12.—T’he 
killing today of three Mexicans near 
Mercedes, Hidaigo County, Texas, and 
a fourth one tonight and the capture of 
twenty-one saddle horses belonging to 
the bandits in the same vicinity lead to 
the belief that at least one of the bands 
of Mexican raiders has been scattered. 

Details of today’s fighting, in which 
three Mexicans were killed, were not 
available, but the fourth man was killed 
tonight after being found asleep by a 
searching party and attempting to draw 
@ weapon, when he was awakened. 

Reports last night that several hun- 
dred armed Mexicans were preparing 
to enter Texas from Mexico at a point 
ten miles east of Brownsville failed of 
materialization and were declared to- 


any to have had no foundation. 

With the exception of the fight near 
Mercedes the situation in ameron, 
Starr, and Hidalgo Counties apparently 
was quiet today. 


LAREDO, Tex., Aug. 12.—Bight Amer- 
ioans, en route from Monterey to 
Brownsville, arrived heré tonight. They 
said this route was chosen because of 
rumors in Monterey that a strong anti- 
American sentiment existed at Mata- 
moros, Opposite Brownsville, and they 
were advised by Mexican friends to 
come through Laredo.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—The Ad- 
ministration is still in the dark as to 
the underlying causes of the sudden 
outbreak of disorders along the Texas 
frontier. The Generel impression is that 
while some of the bandits are Mexicans 
who have slipped across the Rio Grande, 














some at least of the law-breakers are 
American citizens, though "probably of 
Mexican extraction. 

The situation is further complicated by 
the distinct jurisdiction of the State and 
Federal authorities. There is no diffi- 
culty where bandits are encountered on 
the border, in the act of crossing the 
river in one or the other direction. Such 
movements involve the right of the 
Washington Government to defend the 
country against invasion or to presérve 
American neutrality. But where the dis- 
turbances occur, as many of them have, 
many miles in the interior, the War De- 
partment is convinced that it is without 
authority to come to the assistance of 
the alarmed villagers and country peo- 
ple, unless Governor Ferguson of Texas 
officially asks the President to take 
charge of a situation that is beyond the 
power of the State to handle. 

The Geovernment has received by tele- 
graph the text of a handbill distributed 
in connection with the raid of Mexicans 
at Mercedes, Texas. This handbill reads 
as follows: 

“‘Mexicans today will accomplish a 
sacred debt. The revolution has . ac- 

uired in a few. days gigantic propor- 
tions. We unite as brothers to expe- 
dite these fortunes of ours. In the sol-+ 
emn moment. we will vindicate our rights 
ana justice for all time.

GARRISON PRAISES WOMEN. 


Approves Plan to Open hTeir Homes 
for Hospitals in War Time. 


The Special Relief Society, made up 
of women who are carrying on a cam- 
paign for preparedness, making it their 
special object fo lay a foundation for 
hospital and relief work in case of war, 
sent a letter to Secretary of War Gar- 
rison telling him of the work and offer- 
ing a list of Summer homes of society 
women suitable for emergency relief 


work. Mr. Garrison has replied, say- 
ing that he wouid be glad to have the 
list, and that he was pleased with the 
interest taken by the society women in 
the ‘subject of preparedness. 

The letter,,which was written by Mrs. 
William Alexander, President of the 
society, is as follows: 

We have noted with concern the present 
condition of ‘‘ unpreparedness’’ in the 
United States as outlined by your speeches 
and by the reports of the various defense 
leagues, and we feel that women should 
do their part in preparing for any emer- 
gency. 

We are at present endeavoring to arouse 
women’s organizations to the need of se- 
curing necessary Congressional action for 
adequate national defense, and we have 
planned to carry on our work for pre- 
paredness in other fields as well. 

We have, for example, made arrange- 








ments to act as a clearing house for a 
large number of women’s organizations 
throughout the country, so that their serv- 
ices will be at the disposal of the Govern- 
ment whenever needed, whether now or at 
some indefinite time. 

We diready have a list of Summer-homes 
of society women suitable for emergency 
hospitals, and we are constantly adding to 
this list. As soon as we have our list 
completed we shall take pleasure in call- 
ing it to your attention. In the mean- 
time, if we can be of further service along 
the line of preparedness please feel free 
to call uvon us. 

Secretary Garrison replied: 

I am very much pleased, indeed, to note 
the interest you are taking in this most - 
important and vital subject. As you un- 
doubtedly know, the department is at the 
present time working on a@ program or 
policy of national defense, which we hope 
to have ready to present to Congress at its 
next session. This matter will be gone 
into quite thoroughly, and all phases of the

ARMY OF DEFENSE 





Citizens with Military Train- 
ing Are Sufficient. 





POINTS TO PAST EXPERIENCE 





Compares Enormous Wastage of Un- 
prepared Troops with Work of 
Regulars In Mexican War. 





Secretary of War Lindley M. Garrison, 
in an article in The Independent of this 
week on ‘‘ Reasonable Preparation,’’ 
says that men who have studied the 
subject with care think a well-trained 
body of 400,000 to 600,000 citizen sol- 
diers, immediately available, together 
with our permanent force in regular and 
militia establishments, will give us rea- 
sonable guarantee against hostile in- 
vasion of -our territory. . 

The main part of the article is aimed 
at those who oppose any increase in the 
military preparedness of the country. 
One of the most striking passages is the 
reply to those who object to further 
military preparation on the ground that 
the United States should set an example 
to the rest of the world. It reads: 


An all-sufficient answer to those who 
voice such sentiments is present before our 
eyes today. This nation has surely set 
the example desired for the 189 years of 
its existence, A less militaristic nation 
has scarcely, if ever, existed on the face 
of the earth. At all times when not actu- 
ally engaged in warfare, the military pre- 
cautions taken by this \ cconrggy have been 
absolutely negligible. What is happening 
upon the Continent of Europe does not 
seem to have been a happ Hheson mm 4 of 
our @xample any more Lg 3s what has 
just happened in Bast. If our 

example is to have no ee effect than is 
exhib ted’ upon the opposite side of the 
two oceans, then it seems to be the height 
of foolishness to leave ourselves helpless 
because of the supposed ben et of our 
example. 


Cites China’s Experience. 


Across the Atlantic the effect of our 
/example has been negligible, unless we are 
“to claim proudly that those nations which 
almost lost their national existence because 
of lack of military precautions, did so 
because of our example, and unless we 
are to claim proudly that across the Pa- 
cific our example was responsible for the 


condition which led the President. of a 
great republic .to say: 

**Our rights and privileges in Manchuria 

have suffered enormously. We aré shamed 
and humiliated, but our own weakness 
invited insult.. Let all people unite and 
work harmoniously for the supreme. ob- 
ject of saving the country.”’ 
Mr. Garrison asks whether this coun- 
try has, in the light of all that should 
be. considered, taken proper military pre- 
cautions. He continues: 


To those whose judgment is determined 
m4 preconceived convictions, the answer is 


course, a simple one and reasoning is 
futile. If one is convinced that man is 
never justified in the use of force to de- 
fend or protect himself or re when 
circumstances would seem require it, 
then no argument or solpanhen or other 
consideration . will prevail. Likewise 
those who feel justified in trusting to 
luck or chance, reason and facts are use- 
less. But to the great mass of men who 
look upon this matter from the standpoint 
of reason, common sense and duty, there 
is a very live, real question, which calls 
for their best efforts to solve properly, 


It is interesting to observe that even 
those who shrin from taking military 
precautions mstantly refer to the defens- 


ive possibilities possessed by the country 
in its undeveloped, untrained personnel. 
In other words, they 
the world, as dt oxiots 
become necessary to pr 

sacred and essential eanente of life, but 
they prefer not to prepare for this possi- 
bility, and assume or state that when the 
emergency arises, we can develop the re- 
sources to meet it. 


Preparation Is Economy. 


I do not feel that this is an intelligent 
way to deal with this great question or 
that it will appeal to a reasoning mind. 
So long as force is used in the world, 
those against whom it may be used must 
reckon upon the possibility, and if they 
are wise men and intelligent men and 
courageous men they wil] prepare them- 
selves therefor. There must be a clear 
decision between no prepara*ion and proper 
preparation. Words have such an un- 
fortunate way of accumulating meanings 
foreign to their essence that I prefer the 
words no precaut'on and reasonable pre- 
caution. To many people the use of the 
word preparation conveys the idea of %&ét- 
ting ready to do something which one

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PROGRESS IN RATE REGULATION. 

The opinions in the Western rate 
case show that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is divided upon 
the principles of regulation much 
as the Supreme Court was upon 
the anti-trust law. In one of the earli- 
est cases Justice WHITE propounded 
the rule of reason principle, which the 
court repeatedly rejected. After a 
decade of-the court’s insistence upon 
the rule of unreason, Mr. WuiITE, then 
Chief Justice, had the satisfaction of 
@eclaring as the opinion of the court 
the rule which now is unassailable law. 
In like manner, in the Western rate 
case, the minority propounds the rule 
ef reason in rate regulation, and the 
majority is left floundering amid errors 
ef idealism. All theoretical reform- 
ers are convinced that rates should be 
based upon valuation. That is the 
main point of the majority decision, 
although it admits that it does not 
know what the values are and al- 
though it propounds’ several rates of 
return upon several valuations. 

It is well that the commission did not 
commit itself to any one valuation or 
any one rate, for the opinion then 
would be untenable. The. valuation 
per mile of forty-one railways cannot 
be similar except by chance, and the 
commission is limited to a single rate. 
It is not possible to fix a rate for an 
individual railway without upsetting 


» the business of all other railways.

There is no thoroughfare for reason- 
able rate regulation along that line. It 
is as unreasonable and as certain to be 
upset by facts and events as the early 
anti-trust decisions. Also, altogether 
apart from the reasonableness of rates 
fs efficiency of operation. The inef- 
ficiently managed railway pays a pen- 
alty apart from any that the commis- 
For the 
commission to fix any rate with ref- 
erence to misconduct of railway man- 
agers is to punish other railways and 
shippers rather than the offender. 
Reasonableness of rates is one thing 
and is the commission’s business. 
Reasonableness of profits is another 
thing and is not the commission’s 
business. The commission learned 
that profits were beyond its regulation 
when it succumbed to the proof that 
the railways were suffering beyond 
other industrial enterprises, and that 
money could not be attracted into 
them. In that respect the majority of 
the commission is confronted with 
facts inconsistent with its theories. 
The meat of the decision is in the 
views of the minority, as in the anti- 
trust litigation. Commissioner Dan- 
YELs bluntly charges the minority with 
dodging its responsibility in acting 
upon previous decisions. This is the 
fourth general rate case. The com- 
mission felt compelled in the third case 
to alter the decisions in the first two 
cases. In the fourth case the record 
and proof were stnonger than in any of 
the others, “yet the allowance of ad- 
vanced rates was grudging and inad- 
equate. He said “the general issue 
“simply is not met, and in passing

THE GOLD IMPORT. 

No doubt the import of gold and 
securities was strictly necessary, un- 
der present conditions. Yet it is to 
be regretted in the sense that it 
postpones the proposal to institute an 
international clearing house, in which 
debits and credits should be balanced, 
and only the: difference moved from 
one country to another. How useless 
and inefficient was the transfer of 
a hundred millions gold to Ottawa, 
only now to start a like movement 
back again. But our English credit- 
ors would not trust us, or accept 
anything but gold, and now must pay 
gold themselves, an embarrassment 
greater for them than for us. How 
strangely now reads the report of Mr. 
CorRTELYOU when Secretary of the 
Treasury: ‘‘In the present advanced 
# state of public faith and financial 
“responsibility there is apparently no 
“serious objection’? to an agreement 
for the establishment of an interna- 
tional gold certificate, which might 
be transferred from country to coun- 
try while the gold lay still, being 
payable in all countries. The Sec- 
retary’s argument in favor of the 
proposal is the reason why it is im- 
possible. Nothing could be more 
solemn and binding than the treaty 
which was broken- as matter. of 
necessity, and whose breaking has 
put half the world in arms. The 
wrecking of faith between man and 
man, between nation and nation, is 
such an overwhelming calamity that 
the removal of a mere financial 
inconvenience, the death of a piece 
of financial idealism, is swallowed up 
in the greater misfortune. It is only 
a sample of what is occurring in the 
way of the substitution of distrust 
for confidence throughout the world. 
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THE BEGINNINGS OF RESPONSIBLE 
STATE GOVERNMENT. 
The proposed Article V. of the State 





‘Constitution, reported to the conven- 


tion by the Committee on Governor 
and Other State Officers, of which 
Mr. F. C. TANNER is Chairman, is a 
good plan, so far as it goes, for the 
creation of a responsible, visible, ac- 
countable State Government. It is to 
be regretted that the short ballot, 
providing for the election of the Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant Governor only, 
has been weakened into the shorter 
ballot, whereby tHe Attorney General 
and the Controller continue to be 
elective officers. There is no faintest 
penumbra of public reason why the 
Attorney General, head of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, and the Controller, 
head of the Department of Audit and 
Control, should not be appointed by 
the Governor, with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, and removable 
by him at his discretion, just as is 
provided in the case of the Secretary 
of. State. Why should there be two 
elective heads of departments, re- 
movable only by impeachment or by 
vote of two-thirds of the Senate upon 
the Governor’s recommendation, giv- 
ing his reasons? 

The Secretary of State, the Treas- 
urer, the State Engineer and Sur- 
veyor, they, it seems, have not, save 
in the eyes of Tatnmany and Re- 
publican patriots of the Brackett and 
Quigg brand, defenders of the an- 
cient “ bulwarks” and “ traditions” 
of office jobbing, the curious, sacred 
character that, even to the eyes of Mr. 
TANNER’S committee, still enshrines 
the Attorney General and the Con- 
troller, pared of his power as the 
latter dignitary would be as head of 
the Department of Audit and Con- 
trol. It may be necessary to bow’ to 
the philosophy of the half loaf, and 
compromise is perhaps inevitable in 
political bodies and among Constitu- 
tion makers. Let us praise Mr. 
TANNHR and the majority of his com- 
mittee for so much as théy have had 
the courage to propose. They permit 
two anomalies, two irresponsibilities, 
the Department of Justice and the 
Department of Audit and Control. 
There they leave that Venézuelan 
State Government, which, according 
to Mr. Root, has prevailed in New 
York for forty years; and he might 
have gone further back. 

On the other hand, looking beyond 


these two relics of the spoils régime, 


we. find a giiscancab nsive, orderly goss 


jfor a reorganized, rearranged, co- 


erdinated Government. The heads of 


four departments—Education, Public 


Utilities, comprising the two Public 
Service Commissions; Conservation, 
Civil Service—while appointed by and 
responsible to the Governor, have in 
various degrees not only administra- 


"tive; but regulative, in a sense judi- 


cial, or legislative, duties. ®urely 
administrative are the nine civil exéc- 
utive departments—State, which will 
supervised elections; Taxation and 
Finance, presided over by the Treas- 
urer, and in which the Board of Taxes’ 
and Assessments -is swallowed up} 
Public Works, supervising the canals 
and highways and embracing the 


‘functions now distributed among the 


State Architect, State Engineer and 
Surveyor, Superintendent of’ Public 
Works, and Superintendent of Public 
Buildings; Health, Agricylture, Char- 
ities and Correction, including under 
one control hospitals, eleemosynary 
and penal institutions; Banking, In- 
surance, Labor and Industry. Nine 
departments; nine secretaries, so to 
speak, the Governors Cabinet, his 
appointees, removable by him and 
also by impeachment. 4 

Here is the promise of co-operation, 
of a steady, intelligent, understood, 
and carefully matched general exec- 
utive policy and action, ‘“‘ team work,” 
as Mr. Wtuson would say. The blind, 
haphazard, scatter-brained present 


compared with this well-ordered plan. 

To collect in thirteen executive de- 
partments 152 existing departments, 
commissions, and what not should be 
a great work of simplification, effi- 
ciency, and economy. Give the Gov- 
ernor the initiative in budget making; 
lay on him the responsibility, abso- 
lute except as to the two surrenders 
to hunkerism in the case of two State 
officers: then the State will have a 
Government which can be seen, and 
the blame or the praise of which will 
rest immediately and inescapably on 


one man. 
————————_——— 


“THE MEN AT PLATTSBURG. 

Many of the men in camp at 
Plattsburg have performed services 
of varying kinds to their country, 
but few of them have performed 
greater service than they are per- 
forming, now. It was evident from 
the first that in taking this means 
of calling the country’s attention to 
the need of preparedness and the duty 
of the citizen, they were doing a 
good work; but the people have now 
to commend them also for the way 
they are doing it. All the accounts 
agree that they are going at their 
work seriously and with enthusiasm, 
and are doing their daily tasks as 
thoroughly and conscientiously as if 
it meant dollars in their pockets or 
political office. 

It is a needed lesson, in this 
era of false sentiment, counterfeit 
humanitarianism, and disguised dis- 
loyalty. As soon as possible men 
should get out of their heads the idea 
that it is for them to decide whether 
they will serve their country or not. 
“This talk of a volunteer army is all 
foolishness,” said General Woop to 
the Plattsburg campers. ‘“ There is 


| ‘no such thing as volunteer serv- 


“ice. Every citizen owes an obliga- 
“tory service to his country.” He was 
talking facts and he was talking law; 
he was not talking theories or fig- 
ures of speech. There are too many 
people saying, with a grand air of 
patronizing their country, “I would 
*“ enlist in such-and-such a cause, but 
“not in such a one.” They will do 
whatever their country tells them to 
do if the need arises, whether they 
like it or not. The people who are 
singing ‘““I Didn’t Raise My Boy to 
Be a Soldier” are quite mistaken; 
they did just that, if need -comes. 

In this time of erroneous concep- 
tions and the assumption of a toler- 
ant and superior air toward the Gov- 
ernment, it is well that there should 
be an emphatic demonstration of the 
other side; that the nation should see 
these business and professional men 
spending their time in learning how 
to serve their couygtry if it needs 
them, and going at the work not as 
a pastime, but in dead earnest. One 
way of teaching facts is by pictures, 
and here are two pictures to learn 
from. One is the picture of the coun- 
try ranged by loquacious pacifists, 
announcing on what terms they will 
serve it, and whether they will serve 
it at all, and the other is the picture 
of the men at Plattsburg, saying 
nothing, but serving it. , 








THE HUMORIST’S VOGUE. 

Max Adeler—his real name was 
CHARLES HEBER CLARK—is dead, and 
among the comments is one to the 
effect that the humorists of his time 
were “slapstick artists,” and that 
‘today their. style of fun seems 
strangely out of date.’* Out of date, 
yes, for fashions in humor change; 
but was it slapstick? Was it coarser 
and broader? At any rate, they did 
not astonish and puzzle their read- 
ers with new slang variants every 
day, nor did they wear an air o! 
cockney knowingness. Their humor 
is out of date chiefly because it was 
frequently painstaking and its archi- 
tecture was Gothic. 

The humorists of that day ‘contrib- 
uted either a string of jokes, after 
the fashion of Bartey, The Danbury 
News Man, or a weekly page of 
sketches. Those who took the latter 
course created characters whose ad- 
ventures or philosophy were eagerly 
watched for, and whose personalities 
became definite in the minds of read- 





ers. Just now it is not recalled that

any of these c was: ‘broad 
or coarse or. deserving ‘of the slap- 
stick epithet except Peéck’s Bad Boy. 
Brudder: Gardner, the rhetorical and 
voluble negro elder who thundered 
weekly at his flock in The Detroit 
Free Press, was sometimes severe’ 
with erring“ ones, Qut always im- 
mensely conscious of his dignity. 
Perhaps: Mr. Spoopendyke, who was 
perpetually improving his wife’s mind 
and then finding out that she was 
in the right ‘all the time, may have 
been a little too violent—moving-pic- 
tureish perhaps—but only in the ex- 
pression of his misplaced indignation; 
aod he was a definite character, made 
such by’ STANLEY HuntTLEY of The 
Brooklyn Eagle, and not a mere 
clown. . ALEX SwerreT had a whole 
cast of characters in Texas Siftings, 
each sharply marked and _ out- 
standing; such as the shrewd _col- 
ored parson, the Rev. Whangdoodle 
Baxter; Mose Schaumburg, the per- 
suasive slopshop. merchant, and Un- 
cle Mose, the personification of negro 
dignity and alertness. The same was 
true of Oprz Reav’s creations in The 
Arkansas Traveler. The only writer 
of today who shares their creative 
ability and method is PHILANDER 
Jounson of The Washington Star, 
whose: characters—Senator Sorghum, 
Mr. Chuggins .the automobilist, Mr. 
Dustin Stax “the millionaire, and 
young Mrs. Torkins—are as clearly 
marked and distinctive as they could 
be if he had. portrayed them in a 
novel instead of in paragraphs. 

A different style was that of Ros- 
ERT J. BuRD=ETTE, first of The Bur- 
Jington Hawkeye and then, on Hunt- 
LEY’s death, of The Brooklyn Eagle. 
He engaged in long and humorous 
dissertations, and there was nothing 
of the slapstick about them; often 
there was slightly masked philos- 
ophy and ethics of a true and high 
sort; and, despite the change in fash- 
ion, we doubt if BuRDETTE would be 
a whit less popular if his work were 
beginning today than it was when 
he began it in the seventies. BILL 
Nyx, following the same plan, was 
broader, but he was richer, too; and 
there is plenty of NyY&’s work which 
is still funny. There is nothing put 
of date, for instance, in his story of 
the farmer who .charged him 40 
cents for a glass of milk, and when 
Nyz indignantly asked the reason, 
explained. ‘‘ Well, I’ll tell ye. I need 
the money.” That story added a 
phrase to American ‘slang, and “I 
need ‘the money” still endures— 
proof that the Statute of Limitations 
has not run against all-of Nrz’s fun. 

He was the last of the old school 
The present fashion is for “col- 
umns "—a series of flippancies inter- 
mixed with personalities and verse, 
and printed daily instead/of weekly. 
It has its vogue, and will pass like 
the other fashions. It is keener and 
has more an air of smartness and 
briskness than the oid kind; but after 
it has passed, with its local allusions 
and up-to-the-minute slang, and is 
one with Nineveh and Tyre, the next 
generation may find it harder to en- 
joy than the Nye and Burdette type. 
Perhaps, too, that generation may 
find the slapstick figure more nearly 
applicable to it than to its predeces- 
sor. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


From _ “Fremont, 
Ohio, comes a tale 
Ethics meagan! the ge 
ent possibility of in- 
Violated? venting new ways of 
attaining the designed end even in such 
an ancient and thoroughly standardized 
trade, or perhaps it should be called art, 
as that of highway robbery. 

A lone automobilist driving along a 
lonely country road near that town came 
upon a seemingly disconsolate man and 
woman seated in a motionless car which, 
the man said in response to kindly in- 
quiry, was suffering from some ill or 
disablement too mysterious for him, with 
his small mechanical knowledge, to cure. 
Of course the later arrival immediately 
offered to supply the needed skill as a 
motor doctor, but no sooner was he out 
in the road on foot, and far enough from 
his own car to make flight impossible, 
than the suppliant for help enforced with 
a drawn pistol a sternly delivered order 
to hand ‘over his watch and purse. He 
obeyed, naturally, and then saw the 
other car, of much higher power than 
his own, dash away with a promptness 
and speed that left no doubt about the 
imaginary nature of its alleged troubles. 

This robber’s conduct has been de- 
nounced as of record-breaking mean- 
ness, and it is sadly predicted that here- 
after automobilists may hesitate to offer, 
or, even refuse to give, the accustomed 
help to brother and sister motorists in 
distress, for.fear the distress may be 
merely a wile to facilitate theft: 

That, probably, is to exaggerate the 
importance of the episode, but some 
slight tendency it may have to produce 
a caution which will be disadvantageous 
to travelers in real need of aid. 

Certainly the trick was a mean one. 
As a stratagem of war, indeed, it would 
excite no adverse criticism, all sorts of 
surprises, ambuscades, and deceptions be- 
ing held quite compatible with the mili- 
tary sort of honor, but to reward. help/ 
with robbery will bring some reproach 
on a highwayman.

To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

One phase of the war munition business 
which has not yet received as much ‘at- 
tention throughout the country as its im- 
portance deserves is that the building of 
new and modern plants for the making of 
war munitions has brought about an en- 
tirely new epoch ‘in the iron and steel and 
machinery interests of the country, Many 
concerns are now building, out of profits 
on their war orders, magnificent plants 
which they would not have felt justified 
in’ constructing for many years to come. 
.This is strikingly illustrated’ in the great 
plant which the Bajdwin Locomotive Works 
ate building at Eddystone near Philadelphia, 
to be used for not less than two years for 
the making of rifles by the Remington |. 
people, and which at the end of the contract 
is to be turned into a locomotive plant which 
will. give this company one of the greatest 
locomotive works in the world, and which 
in the ordinary’ course of business they 
probably would not have built for a good 
many years. This is typical of many new 
plants under construction throughout New 
England and in some places in the West; 
and to a smaller extent in'the South; though 
in Baltimore and Virginia some big work 
is being done,.the du Ponts having under con- 
struction in Virginia a plant upon which 
about 12,000 to 15,000 men are working. So 
long as the war lasts “these plants will be 
busy on fillfng orders for Europe; when the 
war is over they will be available, if we 
should eyer need tpem, for making war 
materials for this country; and if not needed 
for that purpose, they will give to the com- 
Panies owning them plants more modern 
in construction, equipment, and size than 
would have been built for a decade or more 
in the ordinary ‘course of business, Thus 
while serving the ‘interests of the Allies 
in providing war munitions, this war order 
business is safeguarding the interests of our 
own country, should we need war supplies, 
and is putting the entire iron and steel busi- 
ness on a higher plane of equipment than 
we have ever had, 

Speculation in war stocks may run wild 
and’ conservative bankers and financial au- 
thoritives may warn the country against 
gambling in war securities; but men who are 
building these plants are not the gamblers 
in securities, nor will these new works be 
affected even should there come a collapse 
in the speculative’ mania in -war stocks. On 
the contrary, these great concerns will, as 
@ result of the work which they are doing, 
secure vastly larger plants than would have 
been feasible for them to build for many 
years. This is pre-eminently true through- 
out New England where many of the long 
established institutions of that section are 
being equipped with modern machinery, or 
are enlarging their plants or building new 
ones out of profits from this business, The 
men who are modernizing their plants or 
building new ones are among the ablest 
business men of the country. They are not, 
as @ general thing, taking risks. ~ They are 
making contracts which show a profit which 
more than pays for the new works they 
are building; and thus this expansion of 
industry is being brought about without the 
investment of new capital on the part of 
Eastern and Western -concerns, who are 
taking the lead in this work. 

Moreover, the Government officials of this 
country are necessarily very deeply inter- 
ested in the building of these new munition 
works, for they recognize their necessity in 
safeguarding our own future to an extent 
that would not have been deemed possible 
twelve months ago, Without the building 
of these new works of many kinds and at 
many places this country would have been 
hopelessly and helplessly unable to meet any 
important nation in war. It would have 
taken a year or more in which to build the 
plants in which to make the munitions of 
war for our owm defense. In that time we 
could have been so badly overrun, if at war 
with any first class power, as to have been 
made to pay a forfeit for our unpreparedness 
great enough to tempt the cupidity of some 
of the nations of the earth. Naturally, 
thereforé, the Government officials are look- 
ing with interest to the work which is 
being done by many of the foremost con- 
cerns of the country in buflding plants 
specially equipped for making war munitions,

The Teachers’ Own Pension Muddle. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In reply to the letter of “ Teacher’? in 
THE Timus of this morning,. permit me to 
say that the present deplorable condition of 
the Teachers’ Pension Fund is very largely 
due to the attitude\of the- leaders of the 
teachers themselves. — 

Two years ago an actuarial investigation 
of the fund was made by William A. Hutche- 
son, the actuary of one of the largest in- 
surance companies. In his report to the 
Board of Education he pointed out the inevi- 
table result of a.continuance of the then 
existing conditions and: made.certain rec- 
ommendations which, they been fol- 
lowed, would have put the fund on a sound 
actuarial basis and would possibly have en- 
tirely avoided the present situation. Unfort- 
unately for the teachers, this‘ expert opinion 
was regarded as of no value, and their own 
representatives were among the foremost in 
denying the accuracy of actuarial calcula- 
tions, As a result Mr. Hutcheson’s report 
was ignored in ajl subsequent discussion of 
the finances of the fund, and Controller 
Prendergast’s statement of last Friday con- 
sequently comes as no surprise to those who 
have intelligently considered the situation. 
Had ‘‘ Teacher ’’ and others situated such as 
she is raised their voices two years ago in a 
demand that some attention be paid to the 
expert opinion obtained at considerable ex- 
pense, it is quite likely that those who from 
self-interest or other causes obstinately op- 
posed the adoption of any scientific basis for 
the administration of the fund would have 
been compelled to change their course. B,

With the continuation of the war and 
the increasing successful self-assertion 
of the Germans, there grew among us 
also the need of an idea of our war. 
Glearer than in any other words is this 
shown in the following sentences from 
a letter from the field, of last January : 

‘There are not merely moments, but often 
hours and days, in which one no longer knows 
why one is'out here. One sees nothing /but 
his immediate surroundings and hears noth- 


world around. One: stands solitary on his 
post and slowly grows intellectually: dull. 
Then all sorts of thoughts storm in upon 
the soul: “‘ Why, indeed,. this whole war? 
Is it not almost madness to murder each 
other? Why should just I have to give up 
my life? Couldn’t. we simply make an end 
of this mad war by mutual agreement? Has 
this entire conflict, indeed, any sense what- 
ever?’’ Thus one dangerous thought pur- 
sues snother, * 

We in the homeland have. not fared 
very differently. We had need of nour- 
ishment for the soul in the shape of 
an idea of the sense and purpose of the 
war, 

The nearest at hand were religious 
ideas, as indeed they are expressed by 
the’ writer of that letter: trial, cleans- 
ing, simplification, introspection, renas- 
cence of the Germany which is to rise 
purified from this war and must, unless 
it wishes to suffer a dangerous degenera- 
tion. A whole literature has stamped 
these ideas in ever-new versions and 
fo: Fiery enthusiasts like Johannes 
M and contemplative ones like Paul 
Eberhardt have given effective expres- 
sion to them. Beside the: Kant-Fichte 
categorical imperative there flared up 
in revival the whole religious romanti- 
¢ism in modern forms. 

Many Ideas.. 

Beside these moved the German Im- 
perialists, to whom .belong the majfority 
of the German historians, a large num- 
ber of national economists, the indus- 
trial magnates, and many writing of- 
ficers. They saw all their hitherto 
teachings confirmed, and célebrated the 
great moment of the .final breaking 
through of the Germans to the world 
race. (Weltvolk.). Races and’ States 
must grow or go under. The goal of 
every great and noble people, to become 
a world power, seemed to have ap- 
proached very near; it is the sense of 
the immeasurable sacrifices and suffer- 
ings. To be sure, in this téaching there 
plays no religious tone; Christianity is 
not denied, but it is warned against 
every humanitarian and sentiméntal mis- 
understanding, a trait which has been 
exaggerated by our opponerits into un- 
measured caricatures, and which even 
among ourselves keeps wide masses 
aloof from this teaching. Nevertheless, 
éven this teaching is idealistic and 
romantic enough. 
it regards the German world rule as the 
rule of the German spirit, German cul- 
ture; it loves to refer to Schiller’s ‘‘ Tag 
des Deutschen,’’ (Day of the German,) 
and desires with sword and technical 
skill to create a clear path for an em- 
pire of the soul and of the spirit. 

Contrasting views are put forth ‘by 
the democratic idealism, as Rudolf 
Goldscheid portrays it to-us in the 
warm-hearted writing entitled ‘‘ Ger- 
many’s Greatest Danger. ” The pri- 
mary and inherent German idea of lib- 
erty must dissolve that alliance of -poli- 
tics and power betwéen the ever- 

threatening Russian reaction and the 
\misled Western pseudo-democracies, 
must come to an understanding . with 
the latter, in spite of all present-day 
conflicts of opinion, as to the connec- 
tion between internal political freedom 
and external political order of peace, 
and must create a Huropean-American 
community against the dangers: of the 
Hast. In this ideal there meet demo- 
crats, socialists, pacifists. In spite of 
all Darwinian, historical-evolutionist 
and sociological foundations, that too 
is certainly a genuine and very ideal- 
istic dream, a wonderland beyond the 
fearful chaotic prose in which we live 
and : fight, especially beyond the un- 
scrupulous imperialistic self-interest of 
the English policy, which must not be 
confused with its mask of ‘democratic 
freedom. 

Still others hope for a new recon- 
struction of Europe, emanating from 
the centre, a Continental alliance 
against Russia and England, of pre- 
ponderating Germanic germ and with 
German culture. This is to be an in- 
surance of Germany, and at the same 
fime a rejuvenation of Europe, con- 
cluded economically, politically, and in- 
tellectually, a successor of the mediae- 
val empire, a new assembling of its 
horizon and its forces. In this camp 
are found the race-philosophers, the 
Continental political economists, the 
friends of economic self-government, 
the advocates of an Oriental policy, 
the Grossdeutschen, (Greater German- 
ists), the romantic Catholics, and the 
friends of the Middle Ages. 

The Kaiser Idea. 

Related ‘to these ‘‘Imperials” ig Al- 
fons Paquet, the able geographer and 
world traveler, the delicate-spirited poet 
beloved by many, the meditative, ob- 
server of human affairs in the chamber 
of the great. world-conflicts and. of 
their basic cultural causes. In a small 
volume which he calls “The Kaiser 
Idea,”’ (published in Frankfort by Riit- 
ten and Lining,) he has developed his 
idea of the war, a mixture of world- 
geographical realism, German imperial- 
igm, and religious yearning for love and 
purity in the relations of men as well 

as of races. 

gy SrotPoncea has gotten into an uneven 
relationship toward the hitherto great 
powers, which “this war must dissolve 
through the shattering or the advance- 
ment of Germany with a new, a differ- 
ent look in the face of the world.”’ It 
must step, as a representative or media- 
tor of Europe, at the head of a Huropean 
league of States beside the powers of 
the future, America and East Asia, and 
must seek intellectual community and 
agreement with both.

Such an Hniperor, reeall- 
ing Charles the Great, Otto III., Henry 
VI., Frederick II., Charles V., must be 
born to us out of storm and stress of 
the time, together with the complete 
radically rejuvenated and united Ger- 
many. This European Empire is a time- 
less idea, which will dissolve the’ era 
of narrow nationalism and must dissolve 
it, and which by a general law has its 
parallel in America’s coalescence, and 
in the empire of China and Japan, as

If a son of an Orthodox Jewish father

PLAW IN HER DECREE 


Now Wants to Have Set Aside. 


Divorce She Won:from Rich 
Man’s Son in 1908. - 


HE HAS’ MARRIED, AGAIN 


Inherited $76,000 Additional by 
Doing So, and His First Wife 
Got Nothing. 


If Mrs. Lillian Blakesley Corbin suc- 
ceeds in finding a flaw in the divorce 
decree she obtained from Charles F, 
Corbin in June, 1908, a legal tangle will 
ensue which will cause both financial 
and domestic embarrassment to several 
people. According to a dispatch to THB 
Times from New Britain, Conn., she has 
engaged counsel to test the validity of 
the decree. 

Charles F. Corbin, son of Philip Cor- 
bin, the millionaire founder of the Amer- 
ican Hardware Corporation, married 
Mrs. Lillian Ursula Blakesley in’ 1882 
in New Britain, Conn. It is’said that 
the marriage was frowned on by the 
Corbin family, for they were social lead- 
ers and Mrs. Blakesley was not at all 
prominent. The couple lived together 
for twenty years, and. two children, 
Philip, Jr., and -Minnie, later Mrs. 
George Kohn of Hartford, were born. 

‘rnen, some twelve or fourteen years 
ago, Mr. Corbin’s father sent. him to a 
sanatorium at Cottage City because of 
intemperance. Mrs. Corbin went with 
her’ two children to live at the home of 
her father-in-law at New Britain. When 
her son was grown and her daughter 
married she decided to sue for divorce, 
and it is believed that Philip Corbin én- 
couraged her to do so. The divorce was 
genie on grounds of intemperance and 

esertion, and Mrs. Corbin got permis- 
sion’ to resume her former name, Mrs. 
Blakesley, but she has continued to call 
herself Mrs. Corbin. 

After his wife got her divorce, Charles 
Corbin left the sanatorium and went to 
work in the office of hig father’s hard- 
ware factory. He became almost a 
recluse in his manner of living. His 
father was certain to the day of his 
own death, in 1910, trat Charles would 
some day take a proper interest in the 
responsibilities of life. 

he miillionaire’s will provided that 
Charles should inherit $75,000, and in 
case he married again he was to receive 
$75,000 more from the estate. At first 
Mr. Corbin said that the financial re- 
ward was not sufficient to make him 
take the chance of matrimony again, but 
later he changed his mind and in 1912 
married Mrs. Mona Drew Babbitt at 
Mansfield, Mass., thereby getting the 
additional $75,000 provided for in his 
father’s will. 

Mrs. Corbin inherited nothing by her 
father-in-law’s will, and for a time it 
was rumored that she would contest it. 
In 1909 she was engaged to marry James 
E.-Sanford of Warwick, N. Y., but the 
wedding did not take place. 

Benedict W. Holden, a lawyer of 
Hartford and New York, said yesterday 
that Mrs. Corbin thought the decree 
faulty. He said that she had consulted 
him regarding her case. Mr. Holden 
said that it was his belief that Mrs. 
Corbin was led to consult counsel on 
the advice of a judge of a superioy court 
in Connecticut. 

Mrs. Corbin was seen last night at 
her apartments at 39 East Thirty-first 
Street, in this city, but she declined to 
make any statement as to her case. It 
was all in the hands of her lawyers, she 
said, Arthur Perkins of Hartford and 
Charles M. Russell of New York.

MORE STORES TO BE PUT IN 


World’s. Biggest Roof Garden, with 
Skating Rink, Planned— 
Turkish Room to Go. 


Several important changes are about 
to be made in the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel as a result of a renewal of the 
lease to George C. Boldt, as announced 
yesterday. Mr. Boldt’s present lease 
expires on April 30, 1918 and papers 
have just been signed for a ten-years’ 
renewal, which will give Mr. Boldt con- 
trol of the hotel until April 30, 1928. 

The property is held in two owner- 
ships, the Thirty-third Street, or Wal- 
dorf section, being held in trust for 
Waldorf Astor by the Farmers’ Loan & 
Trust Company as the result of an 
arrangement made by William Waldorf 
Astor about two years ago. The Thirty- 
fourth Street, or Astoria, part is 
The as 
sessed valuation of the combined prop- 
erties is $12,125,000, and it was stated 
by Nicholas Biddle, who represented 
Vincent Astor in the present transaction 
that the annual rent would aggregate 
about $800,000, making the Waldorf- 
Astoria. one of the largest leasehold 
properties in the world. 

Mr. Boldt said yesterday that the 
Astor interests had agreed to spend 
about $800,000 in alterations. One 
of the most important will be the 
elimination of the popular Turkish room 
on the Thirty-third Street side, which 
will be torn out ang remodelled into 
shops and brokers’ offices. All of the 
Thirty-third Street side down to Astor 
Court will be made into small stores. 
With this exception the ground floor 
will remain unchanged. 

The roof garden will be entirely re- 
built ang enlarged, the plans calling for 
a dining room 46% by 79 feet, overlook- 
ing the Astor Court side of the hotel. 
Complete kitchen facilities will be in- 
stalled. Another large part of the root 
will be devoteq to roller_skating in 
Summer and ice skating in Winter. Sev- 
eral dancing rooms will also_be added. 
When complete, it is expected to be the 
largest roof garden in the world. 

The negotiations for the renewal of 
the lease were carrieq on_ directly by 
Mr. Boldt, with Nicholas Biddle repre- 
senting Vincent Astor, and Charles A. 
Peabody representing Waldorf Astor 
and the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Com- 

any. Several changes will be made 
n the guest rooms and various im- 
provements added. 


UNIFORM LAWS DISCUSSED. 


Annual Conference ‘of. State Com- 
missions in Session in Utah. 


The twenty-fifth annual Conference 
of State Commissions on Uniform Laws, 
an organization made up of ‘commissions 
from every State. to make uniform in 
the several States those laws whose in- 
fluence extends beyond State boundaries, 
is now in session in Salt Lake City. The 
movement creating this machinery for 
establishing uniform laws was started 
in 1888 in this State by Albert HK. 
Henschel, a lawyer of this city, who 
drafted the Jaw for the first State com- 
mission to obtain uniformity of legisla- 
tion. 

The laws proposed are first drawn up 
by. an expert, then subjected to expert 
legal criticism, then considered by the 
whole body of commissioyers. The pro- 
posed act is then supmitted to every 
State. Laws regarding warehousing 
and negotiable instruments which have 
an interstate character have been recom- 
mended by previous conferences and are 
now substantially uniform throughout 
the country. 

‘*The general public has little concep- 
tion,’’ Mr. Henschel said yesterday, ‘* of 
what has been accomplished in a quarter 
of a century by the painstaking labors 
of these commissioners, who receive no 
pay and many of whom do not even re- 
ceive traveling ———. 

‘* We all know that there is a sharp 
divisional line separating Federal from 
State jurisdiction, but there are various 
State functions which affect immeasur- 
ably the welfare of areas beyond their 
boundary lines. 

‘“‘ Among these subjects are marriage 
and divorce, the form of notarial certifi- 
cate, wills, deeds, descent of real and 
personal property, insolvency, partner- 
ship, sales and many others which com- 
mon sense tells us should be uniform to 
avoid friction. . 
~ “Uniform laws make for unity of 
habit, thought and practise. It is a 
welding process which tends effectively 
to make us one people.”’

Schur- 
man of Cornell University, ex-Mayor 
Seth Low of New York, Herbert Par- 
gons, Senator Robert F. Wagner, ex-

Wickersham Answers Barnes. 


Mr. Wickersham took the: floor when 
Mr. Barnes -had finished. Although he 
rose to oppose the former Republican 
State Chairman, he paid him a graceful 
compliment for the work he did at the 
Chicago convention three years ago, 
where he was the main factor in defeat- 


ing Colonel Roosevelt for the Presi- 
dential nomination, 

“The propose’ advanced by the dele- 
gate from Albany,” he said, ‘‘ embodies 
principles which he has expressed fre- 

uently.. They bubble up from the 

epths of an earnest conviction that we 

all recognize, and they are, I think, the 
byproduct of that magnificant fight 
which he conducted three years ago 
which ldid the American people under 
lasting obligation to him. But is pro- 
osal embodies principles so imprac- 
ical in the expression he has given to 
them. that their adoption would ‘mean 
the destruction of this Government as 
a practical vehicle for the cenduct of 
the affairs of this Commonwealth.” 

Treating the proposal analytically, Mr. 
Wickersham pointed out that it would 
prevent payment by the State of funds 
to support any benevolent or charit- 
able undertaking. 

** Sacrificing everyt ing to the Moloch 
of the idea of’ equality,” he said, ‘it 
would, instead of poevendng the State 
of New York from imitating the ex- 
ample of the State of Germany, erect 
the State of New York into as im- 
personal, as heartless qa social organ- 
ization as the worst enemies of Ger- 
many ever accused Germany of being.”’ 

Mr. Barnes disputed this saying that 
the injunction ‘in his proposal was di- 
rected against the payment of the State’s 
money to a ‘“‘person,”’ not to an in- 
stitution, 

Mr. Wickersham said that the distinc- 
tion was ‘‘more subtle than candid” 
because a corporation under all the 
principles of established law and under 
all constructions of the statutes was a 
person. 

‘““It may be that the gentleman did 
not fully appreciate the extent to which 
this prohibition which he seeks to im- 
art to the Constitution would go,’”’ said 

r. Wickersham... ‘‘I fear he has been 
led on by this abstract conception in his 
mind to establishing that idealistic state 
of equality in which all men will be 

ually happy and equally busy and 
will enjoy an equal state of good health; 
under which nobody .will need the be- 
neficent assistance of the State or the 
individual, But we are dealing here 
with a constitution for a State of ten 
millions of living, breathing, suffering 
men and women, men and women who 
in strength and in health, in sickness and 
in need, must look to the organized 
agencies of society to help them from 
the consequences of failure in the strug- 
gle of life, whether that failure be the 
result of physical breakdown or other 
causes. 

“Throughout the whole history of 
English-speaking peoples the State has 
charged itself with the 2are of its sick 
and its poor. I know Mr. Barnes does 
not mean by this provision to tie the 
hanés of the State so that for the fu- 
ture it may go forth impersonally, with- 
out pity, without capacity to help, and 
turn its stern hack to all voicing of 
suffering, whether in its midst or else- 
where. 

“There are a thousand illustrations 
that rise in the minds of what would be 
prohibited by this, where every consid- 
eration and where every dictate of hu- 
manity would require -the State to ap- 
propriate its cae and take its action. 
What are you going to do in case of 

estilence? What are Sen going to do 
n case of war? What are you going 
to do in case of any one of the thou- 
sand contingencies that arise in the life 
of a nation? Are you going to say that 
our civilization is at an end? Are you 
going to say that we have lost all ca- 
pacity to help ourselves? Are you going 
to say that unless we make an appro- 
priation which goes equally to every 
man in this land, equally to every human 
being, the Legislature shall stand. mute 
and powerless? I think not. 

‘*T must protest against serjously con- 
sidering writing into. the fundamental 
law of the State a provision that is in 
violation of every dictate of civilized, 
enlightened and _ progressive govern- 
ment.”’ 

Senator Robert F. Wagner, who spoke 
next, said that the arhes proposal, 
had it been part of the present Consti- 
tution, would have prevented-the enact- 
ment’ of practically every law passed 
during the last five years for the benefit 
of the working men and working wo- 
men.

_TAX ARTICLE ADVANCED. 


Constitutional Convention Protects 
Existing Exemptions from Levy. 
- Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Aug. 12.—After amend- 

ments had been. made to protect from 

new levies those who have paid taxes 
on gecurities under the secured deb 
law, the Constitutional Convention to- 
day advanced to the order of third read- 
ing, the article on taxation, 








In its amended form, the article pro-. 


tects existing tax exemptions, hut pro- 
vides that no new exemptions shall he 
made by the legislature except by a 
two-thirds vote. The article reads as 
follows: 


Section 1. The power of taxation shall 
never be surrendered, suspended, or con- 
tracted away re as to the securities of 
the State or a civil division thereof. 

Hereafter no exemption from taxation shal] 
be granted except by general Jaws and upon 
the affi tive vote of two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each house. 

Taxes shall be imposed by general laws and 
for public purposes only. The Legislature 
Shall prescribe how taxeble subjects shall 
be assessed, and provide for officerg to 
execute laws relating to the assessment and 
collection of taxes, any hroyision of any 
Other article of this Constitution to the 
contrary notwithstanding. The Legislature 
shall provide for the supervision, review, and 
equalization of assessménts, 

For the assessment of real property here- 
tofore locally assessed, the Legislatura shall 
patabiieh tax districts, nqne of which, un- 
ess it be a city, shall embrace more than 
one county, The assessors therein shall be 
elected by the Siectors of such districts or 
appointed by such eythorities thereef as shall 
be designated by law. he Legislature may 
provide that the assessment roll of each 
larger district shall serve for all the lesser 
tax districts within its boundaries. 

No such tax district larger than a town 
shall he established until the law providing 
therefor shall have been adopted by a vote 
of a majority of the people voting thereon in 
such a prepeped tax listrict at an election 
for which provision shall be made by law. 

The powers of the State Department 
of Taxes and Assessments are enlarged 
under the article. The duty of assess- 
ing personal property for purposes of 
both State and local taxgtion is likely 
to pass from local tax boards to the 
central body at the Capitol after the 
new article hecomes effective. The as- 
sessment of real estate will be the sole 
function left to the local assessors. 

These new powers, it was said, would 

enable the State -Tax Commissioners to 
clasalfy personal ‘property and levy 
taxes in such a manner that the tax 
would not drive property out of the 
State. 
In its original form the article con- 
tained a provision taking from local 
assessors, who have shown themselves 
overzealous, the power to assess mu- 
nicipal pyoperty outside of city boun- 
daries, transferring that Cure to the 
State Board. ‘This provision had been 
urged: by the Board of Water Supply 
in New York City, but at the last min- 
ute it was taken out, as the Corpora- 
tion Counsel’s office thought there wag 
no need for it. 


CALLS PLAN A SUBTERFUGE. 


Mayors’ Conference Official Assails 
Home Rule Proposal. 


TROY, Aug. 12.—The home rule pro- 
posal of the Cities Committee of the 
Constitutional Convention was attacked 
here tonight by William P. Capes, Sec- 
retary of the State Conference of 
Mayors, in an address before the con- 
vention of City Clerks. 

“The proposal now receiving the con- 
sideration of the convention is so plainly 
a subterfuge, sO vague, so cumbersome, 
and ‘so obstructive,’”” he said, ‘‘ that we 
marvel at the seriousness with which 
an intelligent body is discussing it. 
Houdini, the handcuff king, never made 
@ greater effort to mystify his audience 
than has the Cities Committee of the 
Constitutional Convention in its attempt 
to give home rule to the cities without 
giving it. 

“Tf the advocates of home rule are 
not successful in their present attempt 
to convince the delegates of the con- 
vention that the proposal now before 
them is worse than the municipal article 
in the present Constitution and that it 
should be revised, there is only one 
thing left to do. We must request the 
convention to submit its home rule de- 
nial to the people this Fall ag a sepa- 
rate proposition, so that the people liv- 
ing in the cities—75 per cent. of the 
total population of the State—will not 
be placed in the position of having to 
oppose the entire work of the convention 
in order to register their disapproval 
of the alleged home rule amendment."’

Emerson MeMillin, the banker, who 
recently gaye $1,000 to the National 
Aeroplane Fund, offered an additional 
$50,000 to the fund yesterday, accord~- 
ing to the announcement made by the 
Aero Club of America, which. has al- 
ready received $12,000 toward the $500,- 
000. it preposes to raise. 

In his letter to Alan R. Hawley, Presi- 
dent of the Aero Club, Mr. McMillin 
emphasizes the necessity of training 
aviators and inducing them to use the 
most efficient aeroplanes and motors 
available, having the motors equipped 
with mufflers and self-starters. These 
latter devices are readily obtained, but 
aviators do not use them, because their 
added weight decreases the speed of 
the nerapene -from two to three per 
cent. r. MeMidin, however, points 
out that the quesiion of silent or nosly 
motors in warfare is the difference be- 
tween success and failure, and he urges 
that this matter be given thorough con- 
sideration in the near future. 

“Whatever the cost of developin 
this combination of trained aviators’an 
good aeroplanes and motors,’’ he writes, 
“it should be done. Russia and the 
Russians doubtless felt willing to 
incur such expense a couple of years 
ago and refrained from expenditures 
and at what awful cost! Feeling the 
grave importance of this branch of 
military equipment, I will gladly con- 
tribute in any possible way to expedite 
the work of creating an efficient cope 
of aviators, with aeroplanes in suffi- 
cient number for their use."

There was no real reason for the fear 
which ‘was fel. or assumed and the fact 
that the danger of submarine attack 
was made to play a part in shaping the 
day’s prices indicated in the main that 
traders in increasing number were com- 
mitted to a reaction in the market. 
The volume of trading was fairly well 
maintained, but it was less well dis- 
tributed than during the later days of 
the upward movement, which yielded to 
reaction on Wednesday and again yes- 
terday afternoon, One or two war 
stocks which had received less atten- 
tion than some others were picked out 
and made very active, and another 
company or two were added to the list 
of those whose fortunes are to be bet- 
tered by supplying Europe’s war needs. 
The general “market designs of those 
who have undertaken to “ organize ’’ 
the rise in the stock market may have 
been reflected in these moves, for they 
were seemingly made sto play the part 
of a counterstroke against the gather- 
ing forces of reaction which had mani- 
fested themselves the previous day. 
They were effective to the extent that 
many more stocks showed net gains 


for the day than net losses, but they |, 


did not prevent a narrowing of the 


| market through an undue concentration 


upon a few stocks, nor did they save 
the market from a good deal of ragged- 
ness.

Unfavorable News Expected. 

Brokers expressed no surprise when 
they heard that the Interstate Commerce 
Commission had declared prevailing an- 
thracite rates unreasonable. Some rail- 
road men took the same view. The 
early dispatches contained only a few 
figures and from these reports it was 
estimated that the annual losses in 
freight rates. to the various railroads 
would run from $100,000 to “$500,000 each. 
It was regarded as significant in well 
informed circles that the decision should 
have been announced on the heels of 
the entering of-the order in the Cir- 
cuit Court at’ Trenton whereby the 
Lackawanna Railroad and the Lacka- 
wanna Coal Company. are restrained 
from conducting their coal business un- 
der an alleged illegal contract. A new 
contract entirely eliminating the so- 
called ‘‘65 per cent. clause’ has been 
in operation between the railroad and 
coal companies since Aug. 1. Under 
this contract the coal company pays @ 
fixed price for its coal. Whether or 
not the lowering of the freight rates on 


coal, as a sequence to the change in the| 


price of coal will be harmful to the 
Lackawanna Railroad, remains to be 


seen.

Effect of Decision 

When the railroads presented their 
case before the commision the. opinion 
Was expressed by witnesses that any 
lowering of freight rates on anthracite 
would not help the ultimate consumer. 
The railroads, owning the great bulk of 
anthracite, it was contended, would 
be still able to advance the price of 
coal and thus make up their losses in 
freight revenue, One man who has 
closely followed the coal cases, said 
yesterday that this result would cer- 
tainly follow. ‘‘ Anthracite coal is not 
like wheat,” he remarked: “If you 
want wheat in Illinois, but are not sat- 
isfied with the price, you can try the 
Texas market or go anywhere where 
wheat ig grown. If you want anthra- 
cite, however, you haven't much choice. 
You must come to the few districts 
where anthracite is mined. You must 
tap a limited supply. Now, the demand 
is always growing, but the supply re- 
mains the same and it is in the same 
hands. The price, therefore, will in- 
crease with the growing demand and the 
traffic will bear the increase. I don’t 
mean to imply that the railroads will 
arbitrarily increase the price of coal. 
But the price to the dealers will increase 
and the increase will make up for the 
loss in freight rates. So, Mr. Consumer 
will be just where he was before,”’

REPORTS WERE PREMATURE. 


Commerce Bureau Head Denies Rus- 
sian Trade Plans Are Completed. 


Dr. E. EB. Pratt, Chief of the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
who was in the city yesterday, said 
that the dispatches from Washington 
published in yesterday’s newspapers to 
the effect that plans had been completed 
to handle Russian imports, were prema- 
ture. He denied that his' visit here was 
for the purpose of putting the plan into 
operation. 

‘The facts are,’”’ said Dr. Pratt, ‘‘ that 
tentative ‘plans for getting goods out of 
Russia for the use of American consum- 
ers have been laid before the Russian 
Imperial authoritjes, but as yet we have 
not heard if the proposed arrangements 
are -satisfactory.’’ E. C. Porter, agent 
in charge of the local branch of the 
bureau, who will probably handle the 
details when the plan is effective, said 
he wishéd it understood that he cannot 
assist interested merchants until the 
plan is formally approved and made 
operative. . 

Dr. Pratt also said that the Depart- 
ment of Commerce through its Commer 
cial Attachés, has started an investiga- 
tion into the hardware situation in many 
of the leading foreign countries. He 
asserted that the department has a 
fund of $15,000 available for this investi- 
gation. ; 


The ten attachés have been instructed 
to employ recognized experts in ‘the 
hardware line in their respective coun- 
tries. These experts will make reports 
covering every phase of the ‘business, 
technical and commercial. It is ex- 
pected that the reports will cover some- 
thing like forty countries and fill three 
or four volumes when published. The 
fact that they are to be written by 
authorities on the subject is expected to 
give them unusual value.

NIGHT TRIAL A COMEDY 


Accused Man Admits He Once 
‘Worked for Albany Gambler—No 
Evidence. of ‘“‘ Frame-Up.” 


Special to The New York Times. 

OSSINING, N. Y., Aug. 13, (Friday.)— 
The jury in the trial of Patrick H. 
McDonald, confidential agent of Super- 
intendent of Prisons John Bb. Riley, 
on a charge of assaulting Warden 
Thomas Mott Osborne on the morning 
of July 30, brought in a verdict of not 
guilty at 1:55 o’clock this morning after 
being out twenty minutes. Mr. Os- 
borne’s chares grew out of a scuffle 
on the platform of the Ossining station 
ef the New York Central Railroad for 
the possession of papers McDonald had 
taken from Sing Sing on the morning 
ot Charles Becker’s execution, without 
permission from the Warden. 

In announcing the verdict Foreman of 
the Jury Robert Tompkins said the jury 
had decided it wasn’t much of a scrap 
after all and that McDonald’s possession 
of an order from Mr. Riley entitled him 
to.take the papers or anything else his 
chief wanted from Sing Sing. 

After the verdict was announced Me- 
Donald asked Police Magistrate Valen- 
tine, who conducted the hearing, to 
issue a warrant for Mr. Osborne’s ar- 
rest on a charge of assaulting him. The 
Magistrate told McDonald he’ would 
have to produce some new evidence. 

“The verdict was just about what I 
expected,’’ said the warden. “But I 
think the purpose of the complaint has 
been fully served by the publicity given 
the facts in the case 

The Warden then said he believed the 
people of the State of New York would 
act as their own jury in the case.

McDonald in Gambling House. 


McDonald also admitted that befcre 
he became Mr. Riley’s confidential 
agent he had worked in a gambling 
house in Albany.

you sent to Sing Sing to make?” 

Every time it was asked McDonald 
evaded a direct answer. 

McWonaid referred to the Warden and 
Timothy and J. J. O’Connor, who were 
with Mr. Osborne when he recovered 
the papers, as *‘ rough-necks,’’ and said 
he had been the one assaulted and not 
the Warden. 

Morris Rice, ticket agent for the New 
York Central, caused a sensation when 
he said that several days ago he had 
been approached by a clergyman who 
asked him to change his mind about 
testifying against McDonald.

He 
said: that when. Mr., Osborne asked him 
and his brother to"’go for’ a ride they 
didn’t know, where they were going. Mr. 
Fagan tried to make a point of the ad- 
mission of the witness that he had 
once been a member of a George Junior 
Republic. settlement. 


Warden Gutweighs McDonald. 


When. the witness said he didn’t,think'|; 


the Warden needed any help in getting 


the papers from McDonald the ‘crowd 
looked. at the Warden .and then-at Mc- 
Donald. There was a difference of six 
inches in their height and -of fifty 
pounds in weight. Mr: Osborne is more 
than six feet tall and heavier. . McDon- 
ald and the Warden also showed a dif- 
ference in garb. Mr.. Osborne’s was 
more quiet. McDonald wore a big dia- 
mond ring and a new suit of clothes.

He said that when he 
tried to see the Warden he had to wait. 
He admitted that he told the Wardem he 
wished to talk with prisoners in getting 
his pass. He said that when he left the 
Warden’s bedroom he told him he: had 
a letter from Mr. Riley, and testified 
that the Warden said he would attend 
to that later. 

He said that when he got. to the of- 
fice, the head keeper wasn’t around 
and that the only person he saw was 
Bob Kelsey, a convict. He said he 
showed Kelsey Riley’s order and that 
Kelsey remarked *‘ Well, here's) where 
1 get tHe cooler and a transfer to Dan- 
nemora.”’.

had been asSaulted by McDonald. 
Counsel for McDonald said he would 
show McDonald had been wronged; that 
he had exhibited his orders from Super- 
intendent of Prisons Riley before he 
took the papers from the Sing Sing 
office. : 
Warden Osborne was the first wit- 
ness. In response to questions from 
his counsel he told just why he believed 
McDonald had tried to “ put one over 
on him.’’ In beginning he said he had 
known McDonald for several years. He 
said McDonald had arrived in Ossining 
from Albany on July 29, the night be- 
fore the execution of Charles Becker. 
He intimated that he believed McDonaid 
had counted on his not being at the 
prison on the day of Becker’s execu- 
tion, attributing that expectation as a 
cause for McDonald’s visit at the time. 
“On the morning: of the 30th,’’ the 
Warden continued, “ after being up all 
night, I went to sleep at 7 o’clock. At

word that McDonald could wait. Mc- 
Donald then came to my bedroom 
and asked it the order excluding per- 
sons from the prison on the dav +f the 
execution applied to him, Superintendent 
Riley’s agent.

Mr. Osborne then said he arose at 
9 o’clock, and while at breakfast a letter 
was handed to him. He opened it and

‘That was the first I ever saw of the 
order,’’ he said. 

It was contended by. the defense that 
McDonald had shown the Warden Mr. 
Riley’s order before he took the papers 
from the files in the prison office. 

Mr. Osborne said he learned at break- 
fast that McDonald had taken the papers 
and that after he had finished he got 
into an automobile with Timothy and 
J. J. O’Connor, minor prison officials, 
and went: to the railroad station where 
he found McDonald seated on a bench 
with a leather bag between his feet. 

“IT want those letters,” the Warden 
told Mr. Riley’s agent.
